STRENGTH OF A LIMPET. 


Its Sticking Power Largely Due to At- 
mospheric Pressure. 

Every one is familiar with the say- 
ing “to stick like a limpet,” but there 
are not so many who know bow it is 
that a limpet is able to stick as it does 
to the rocks upon which it passes its 
existence. The creature is able by 
means of the central portion of its 
body, which can be raised independent. 
ly of the edge or frill which surrounds 
it, to create u vacuum much in the 
same way that a piece of soft wet 
leather can be made to adhere to a 
smooth surface by pressing out all the 
air. Thus the so culled “strength” of 
the limpet is largely due tu atmos- 
pheric pressure. 

It is not entirely so, however, for if 
they are closely examined it will be 
seen that the shells accommodate ~ 
themselves around the edges to the 
surfdce of the rock upon which the 
limpet is located, and if removed to 
another spot the edge of the shell will 
probably be found to be a very bad fit 
and the creature’s power of adbesion 
somewhat lessened. If taken by sur- 
Prise with a smart sidelong blow even 
a large Umpet is easily enough dislodg- 
ed, but if it is given the slightest warn- 
ing its power of suction is instantly 
brought into play and very often con- 
siderable force is then necessary be 
fore it,can be detached. — London 
Standard.

What will the Borden Government 
do with regard to wheat, flour and 
potatoes ¥ Under the present Can- 
adian taviff there isa duty of l2ca 
bushel on wheat, 60c a barrel on flour 
and 20c a bushel on potatoes. The 
new United States tariff provides that 
with countries udmitting American 
wheat, flour and potatoes free they 
shall be put on the American free list. 
To countries charging a duty on the 
American product there shall bea 
countervailing duty of 10¢ a bushel on 
wheat, 45¢ a barrel on flour and 10°, on 
potatoes. In each case the counter- 
vailing duty will be sufficient to pre- 
vent importation from Canada. 

Wheatis Canada’s chief product. 
It employs two million Canadians, 
and this year will provide over one- 
third of the Dominion’s exports. 
Anything which interferes with the 
flow of this grain from the farm to the 
ultimate consumer means direct and 
inevitable loss to the Canadian grain 
growers—therefore, to Canada. It 
would be absurd to imagine that Can- 


adian wheat growers need a I2c a 
bushel protection against foreign 
wheat. It should be as absurd to 
imagine that Canadian millers need 


protection for their industry, with the 
finest wheat in the world at their door | 
and equal opportunity for economical 
milling and shipping. 

Sir Win. Whyte, one of Canada’s 
greatest transportation experts, de- 
clares that there is grave danger of 
grain congestion between Fort Wil- 
liam and Montreal.

ABAD ARRANGEMENT. 


CANADIAN FLOUR CHEAPER IN ENG- 
LAND THAN IN CANADA. 

Discussing ocean freight rates ina 
letter to the Ottawa Citizen, Mr. John 
Corbett, of Montreal, who for 28 
years was Foreign Freight Agent for 
the C,P.R., says: “Canadian flour is 
much cheaper in London, England, 
than in the industrial centres in Can- 
ada. This fact should be specially 
interesting to consumers in the 
Dominion and should make them ask 
themselves what 1s the reason.” 

The reason is easy. ‘Che Canadian 
Customs duty on flour is 69e a barrel. 
The Canadian consumer has been tax- 
ed so that the increased cost of his 
Hour may enable the Canadiansnillers 
to sell to foreign consumers more 
cheaply than to the Canadian. 

What would happen if the duty on 
flour should be abolishéd so that Can- 
adian wheat producers wauld be given 
free entry to the United States and 
the Canadian and Atmerican wheat 
growers and flour millers put on equal 
terms ? .

MONTREAL, Oct. 13.—At the Montreal 
Stock Yurds west end market, receipts of 
tive stock for the weck ended Oct. 11 were 
5000 cattle, 4800 sheep and lambs, 2000 
hogs and 1500 calves. For sale this morn- 
ing, 3800 cattle, 3700 sheep and lambs, 
1100 hogs and 1300 calves. 

Today's market was strong, and an ad- 
vance of 25c per 100,pounds was shown. 
Trade was active, with sides of full o 
loads of common bulls at $4.25 to $4, 
and canning cows at $3.50 to $3.75 per 100 
pounds. Indicatiogs are that the Ameri- 
can buyers wil! clean up the market of 
the above class of stock. 

There was no important change in the 
condition 9% the market for butchers’ cat- 
tle. prices being firmly maintained under 
a good demand, but choice steers were 
scarce; in fact, there were none to be 
had. Sries of full loads ef good st 
were made at $6.85. and common st 
at $5.75, while picked lots of good ‘st 
brought as high as $7 per 100 pounds 
few choice, heavy bulls sold at $5.5u 
$5.75, and good at $5 to $5.2) per 
pounds. 















Altho supplies of small meats were 
large, a very firm fee = prevailed 
in the market, owing to the foect that 


there was a orisk demand from lecal 
buyers for sheep and lambs, ns most of 
them are now providing foi reir v 
requirements, and consequently an active 
trade was done. 

Some of the drovers were asking an 
advance cf 25¢ per 100 pounds for lambs, 
but they failed to establish it.

The Maldive Islands in the Indian 
Ocean are very little known. They 
are atolls, ®r groups of coral islets, 
and are situated 400 miles west of 
Ceylon. Of the latter crown colony of 
Great Britain t)\«y are a dependency, 
having over them a sultan whe pays 
allegiance to and receives the protec- 
tion of the Ceylon Government. ‘The 
inhavitants number about 30,000 and 
profess the Mohammedan religion. 
‘heir chief industry is catching and 
salting fish for the Ceylon market, 
the exports of cured and salted fish 
to Ceylon amounting to about 200,- 
000 hundredweig*t a year, valued at 
‘about $500,000. Cocoanuts are grown 
on the islands and a consiierable 
quartity of copra is sent to Ceylon to 
be exported with Ceylon copra to oth- 
er countries.

All over the world, and in all times, it 
has been found that men to whom a 
fruitful harvest was the greatest bless- 
ing of the year have been inclined to ex- 
press their gratitude to the giver of it in 
some especial inanner.
